A 30-gallon oil drum is a convenient 
size. 
Q it out half of one head. Bolt 
to the top of the remaining 
half 
a 
board 1 inch thick, 6 inches wide, and 
the 
proper 
length 
to 
fit 
snugly 
against the inside rim of the barrel. 
Let 1 inch of cut edge of steel extend 
beyond the board. 
Cut a semicirclu- 
lar wooden head to fit the open half 
of drumhead and hinge this to 6-in. 
strip. 
If necessary, nail a strip of 
an old inner tube along the edge of 
the door to make it dust tight. 
At­ 
tach a hasp to hold the door tightly 
against the edge of the drum 
when 
closed. 
The axle is made from 94 inch pipe, 
18 inches long, threaded at one end. 
It should pass diagonally through the 
barrel and extend about 8 inches be­ 
yond each end.
